FIRST BALE OF NEW COTTON 
HERE BRINGS 17 8-4 OKNTS 


The first bale of cotton from the 
1936 crop sold on the streets of 
Hiba Wednesday morning, brought 
17 3-4 cents per pound, and was 
bought by J, L. Morrow. 

The bale was brought in by John 
Mack Stokes of the Danley Cross 
Roads community, and weighed 
426 pounds. It was ginned at the 
Morrow gin in West Blba. 

Warlier in the morning a bale 
was ginned at the Grimes & Jones 
gin at Danley'’s Cross Roads for 
Mr, Bud Jacobs of that communi- 
ty. This bale weighed 628 pounds 
and was bought by Grimes & Jones 
for 16¢ per pound, 

The first bale last year was re- 
ceived at Elba on August 1 and 
came from the farm of Mr, Foun- 
tain Lee. It brought 15 cents 
per pound,

SPRAY BEING HELD 


‘he County Health Office is 
Sponsoring the use of the nasal 
spray for the prevention of infan- 
tile paralysis. This will be admin- 
ister every other day for four 
treatments and then once a week 
thereafter until this epidemic is 
well under control. It is being 
given to adults as well as children, 
and everybody is urged to take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity. 

The spray will be given in the 
Elba office on Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days, Saturdays and Mondays. 
Clinics are being held in New 


Brockton, Kinston and Enterprise, } 


and as soon as these are finished, 
other clinics will be scheduled for 
the rural communities of the 
county. 

This spray is being used as a 
precautionary measure against 
the epidemic of infantile paralysis. 
There seems to be a downward 
trend at the present but we are 
not yet out of danger and should 
be warned against going into

is prevalent. Advice given would |

Coffee County Health Officer, 
shows that the following things 
have been accomplished during the 
past six months: 

Fifty-four schools for white stu- 
dents and 23 for negroes have 
been visited and health examina- 
tions made. The results of these 
examinations showed hookworm 
disease to be the most prevailing 
malady with bad tonsils second 
and defective teeth third. 

During the work in connection 
with schools, 750 children were ex- 
amined, Of that number 28 were 
perfect and 722 defective. Six hun- 
dred and twenty had bad tonsils; 
600 bad teeth; 34 defective vision; 
12 skin diseases and four nutri- 
tive defects. 

Health work in the schools and 
county showed that 4,000 hook- 
worm specimens have been exam- 
ined, 60 per cent of which were 
positive; 770 treatments for the 
disease have been given, 

The regular communicable dis- 
ease control work has been car- 
ried on with 49 persons attending 
the tuberculosis clinic held in Feb- 
ruary. Five thousand five hundred 
typhoid inoculations have been 
given; 700 toxin-anti-toxin admini- 
strations for diphtheria and 60 
smallpox vaccinations, Fiftv-one 
prenatal cases have come under 
the supervision of the / county 
nurse since January 1. 4 

Births taking place in tHe coun- 
ty during the past six months have 
numbered 423; deaths, 149. 

Cases of contagious or communi- 
cable diseases reported up to date 
include: Chicken pox, two; diph- 
theria, three; malaria, 25; social 
diseases, 16; pellagra, two; scar- 
let fever, one; smallpox, one; tu- 
berculosis, two; typhiod fever, 
one; typhus, three; whooping 
cough, one.

Mr, Blue made his regular deiiy- 
ery of mail on the route Wednes- 
day morning, returning to Elba 
shortly after 11:00 o'clock, On 
entering the postoffice he made 
the remark to other carriers and 
employees that he was not feeling 
50 well and in a few moments 
fainted and fell to the floor, Medi- 
cal aid was summoned and he was 
soon revived, but still complained 
that he had an almost unbearable 
pain in the upper part of his 
stomach. He was carried to his 
home and passed away a short 
time after reaching there. 

Friends throughout the city were 
shocked when it. became known 
that he had died, only a few of

Mr, Blue was born and reared 
in Elba and was a son of the late 
Dr. and Mrs, J, D, Blue, pioneer 
citizens of the county. He was 
born on November 14, 1894, and 
was nearing his 42nd birthday. He

other tolks have been using this 
method of curing meat and they 
wil have learned some important 
things by trial and experience, One 
man tells me that he packs his 
meat down in his box while it 1s 
of natural temperature and then 
apples the ice later, while another 
man says that he has found by 
experience that he can put his 
meat in his box without spreading 
it for one night, However, this 
man kills his hogs one day, hangs 
the meat up that night and cuts 
it up the next morning, He says 
that it is a loss of time to spread 
it for another night, They all 
agree that the animal heat should 
be out of the meat before it is 
packed in your box, I have also 
had many suggestions as to how 
the ice should be placed in the 
box, Some suy that it is best to 
have a tub in the center of the 
box so there will not be any water 
to drain into the ground, One 
man tells me that his sub-soil is 
clay and for that reason he cannot 
allow the water to drain under 
his box, Another man tells me 
that he has an old can that is 
square and that it exactly fits a 
block of ice, He puts this can in 
the middle of his meat box and 
keeps his ice in it, If you use a 
tub or can it will be necessary 
for you to take the water out of 
the vessel before more ice goes 
into it. This is a loss of ice as 
the cold water is thrown out, If 
the water drains into the ground 
it will cool the bottom of your pit 
and in that way help to keep the 
pit cool, Some tell me that it is 
best to place your ice in the mid- 
dle of the pit, while others say 
that it makes no difference just 
so the ice is in the box and the 
box is cold before you put the 
meat in it. Another man tells me 
that he puts his ice in the box one 
day before the meat goes in and 
that he also puts in the salt so 
it will be veal cool before it is 
packed around the meat, All of 
these suggestions are good and I'm 
glad to note that the farmers of 
this section are interested enough 
to make these suggestions. The 
writer is thovoughly convinced that 
any farmer can cure his meat 
every year if he will follow this 
plan, Thousands of pounds of 
meat are lost every year by farm- 
ers who do not have the art of!
